I muft confefs, in all Controverfies between Pa- 
rerits and their Children, I am naturally prejudiced 
in favour of the former. The Obligations on that 
fide can never be acquitted, and [ think it is one of 
the greateft Refle&tions upon Human Nature that 
Patetnal Inftin& thould be a ttrenger Motiveto Love 
than Filial Gratitude ; that the receiving of Favours 
fhould bea lefs Inducement to Good-will, Tender- 
nefs and Commiferation, than the conferring of 
them ; and that'the taking Care of any Perfon fhould 
endear the Child or Dependant more to the Parent 
or Benefaétor, than the Parent or Benefaétor to the 
Child or Dependant; yet fo it happens, that for one 
cruel Parent we meet with a thoufand undutiful 
Children. Thisisindeed wonderfully contrived (as 
Ihave formerly obferved) for the Support of every 
living Species; but at the fame time that it fhows 
the Wifdom of the Creator, it dittovers the Im- 


perfection and Degeneracy of the Creature. 


The Obedience of Children to their Parents is 
the Bafis of all Government, and fet forth as the 
meafure of that Obedience which we owe to thofe 
whom Providence hath placed over us. 


It is Father Je Conte, if I am not miftaken, who 
gells us how want of Duty in this Particular is punih- 
ed among theGAinefe, infomuch thatit a Son thould 
be known to kill or £0 much as to {trike his Father, not 
only the Criminal, but his whole Family would be 
rooted out, nay the Inhabitants of the Place where 
he lived would be put to the Sword, nay the Place 
it felf would be razed to the Ground, and its Foun- 
dations fown with Salt: For, fay they, there mutt 
have been an utter Depravation of Manners in that 
Clan or Society of People, who could have bred 
up among them fo horrible an Offender. To this 
I thall add a Patfage out of the firft Book of Hero- 
dotus. That Hiftorian in his Account of the Perfias 
Cuttoms and Religion tells us, it is their Opi- 
nionthat no Man ever killed his Father, or that it is 

offible fuch a Crime fhould be in Nature ; but that 
-if any thing like it fhould ever happen, they con- 
clude that the reputed Son tuft Rave been Ilegiti- 
mate, Suppofititious, or begotten in Adultery. Their 
Opinion in this Particular fhews fufficiently what 
a Notion they muft have had of Undutifulneds in. ge- 
heral.
